Refused a New Trial by the 
Court of Appeals. 



Last Friday morning the Court 
of Appeals handed down the 
opinion in the case of James 

Howard, taken up from the Frank* 
lin Circuit Court upon the charge 
>f the murder of Win. Gocbel 
and atlirmed the judgment of 
the Circuit Court sentencing him 
to the penitentiary for life. 
Judges Burnani and O'Rear dis- 
senting in the opinion. 

This is the third time the ease 
lias been before the court, and on 
both the former trials the case 
Wai reversed and sent back for 
re-trial. 

Mr, Howard will now appeal 
to the United States Court for 
relief, and his attorneys claim 
that they will be successful there 
in securing an acquittal for their 
client. 

Howard has been in jail now j 
for about four years and has 
spout all his means and all the 
money that has been' given to 
him, ind is now in need of 
500 to copy the record of the 
court and prepare his case for 
the appeal to the Supreme Court . 
His friends are responding, how- 
ever, to his needs and the money 
will soon be forthcoming. 

We took it upon ourselves to 
circulate a petition here Satur- 
day for his aid, and in a short 
time secured $25, which was 
promptly forwarded to him.
